husband to go to thelr rellef: her aunt and her
gistor told James to go for a pollceman and lave
Annle arrested; he got o poJdceman and had her
taken to the aderman’s offioe ; ghe afterwards ¢ame
back, betwoen 8 and 10 o'clock, pleked up & eoal-oll
lamp from the table and threw It al my husband who
iny upon the setree; the lamp atruck the wi'l and
proke; when she saw him taking tire she ran out; the
plaging of] fdew all over him.

Willlam Douohie sworn—<Live No, 219 Columbia

“The feeling in the markets to-day was decldedly
more cheerful, and the ‘buliish’ clements of the
strect were morg enthusiastic and demonstrative,
The openibg rates for Money wers not encouraging,
it 8 true, but the lmpression continning to prevall
thut the patural influx of fumds to this centre
durlnr the sulniner epson must eventually correet
the derangements which are now left as a relic of
Mr., Boutwell's first experiments In selling gold,
operators woere disposedd 1o pay high rates and take
the chances of 4 remuncrative profit on thelr stocks.
The earllest rate was about 1.18, from which it
gradunlly weakenced during the day, the general rate
between two and three o'clock belog 1-88  After
three o'cvlock large sams were offered at six and
seven per cent. To-morrow the Government will
sell ancther mollllon of gold, &nd the result will pro-
bDably be @ spasm late to-morrow afternoon, when
the choecks In pa{mem 0 into the Sub-Treasury.
This will be followed by relaxation ain on
the next day, when the Sovernment buys o
miliion of ‘bonds,  The Assisiant 'Treasarer
hns  determined upon buying the last $1,000,000
of bonds for the sioking fond, within  the
current figcal vear, on Saturday next, instead of
Tuesday, as at first staved.  The Inst sale of Govern-
ment gold in the presont programme will take place
on Monday next.

“According to a Washipgton despateh, George
Maxwell Robeson, Esq., of Camdea, N.J., took
the outh of ofice at noon to-day as Secretary
of the Navy, in place of the Hon. Adolph E. Borie,
of this city, whose private basiness relations have
compelied him to relinguish the position, The oath
of oMee was administered to the new Cabinet Minis-
ter, and the latter subsequently attended the regular
Cal inet meeting whiclhh was held this afternoon.

George M. Hobeson, who has thos suddenly been
lifted from comparative obsourity to one of whe
most influnential and {mportant positions in the
United States, and made, a8 8 member of the Cabi-
net, one of the arbiters of their destiny, was
born in the year 1820, gt the town of Belvidere, War-
ren county, New Jorsey. His father, William P.
Rot eson, & native of Philadelphia, was an associate
or lay Judge of the County Court, while & maternsl
ancle, J. P. B, Maxwell, and his maternal grand-
father, George C. Maxwell, were members of Cen-
gress from the State of New Jersey, the former
from 1887 to 1580 and from 1841 to 1848, and the
latter from 1811 to 1518, The family on both sldes
were quite prominent in the politics of the northern
gection of the State.

When quite voung he entered the College of New
Jergey, &t Princeton, from which (nstitution he
graduated In 1847, when less than elghteen years of
age, Hethen enterad the omMce of the late Chief
Justice Hornblower, of the Supreme Court of New
Jersey, at Newark, and engaged In the study of the
law under his instruction.  Fully qualified to engage
in the practice of the law before his admission, the
rules of the State Courts compelled him to awalt the
attainment of his majority, in 1550, before he could
secure admission to the Bar. Entering upon the
practice of the law ln Newasrk, he soon after re-
moved to Jersey City, his practice belng divided be-
tween the two cities, until 1808, when Governor
Newell tendered him the appointment of Prosecutor
of the Pleas, or District Attorney, of Camden connty,
The position was accepted, rendering his rcmoval to
Camden necessary, and held by him andl 1580,

I'n 1806, when the Hon. Theodore F. Freliughuy-
sen, the then Attorney-General of the State of New
Jersey, was appointed to fill the vaoanoy in the
United Stutes Senate ereated by the death of Senator
Willinm Wright, the new Scnator recommendod Mr,
Robisont a8 his succossor in the Attorney-Goneral.
ahip, to which posgition he was appointed by Gover-
nor Ward, and still held it at the thme of his entrance
into President Grant's Cabinet,

On retiring from the office of Prosecutor of the
Pleas for Camden County, Mr. Robeson resumod hils
private practioe in Camden, belng associnted with
Alden C.Scovel, Esq. During the whole of this pe-
riod he took an getive and prominent part in the polit-
feal movements of the State, being an earnest and
hard-working Repablican.  Three years ago, he was
tolked of a8 a candidate for Congross from
the First disirict of the State, but declined to enter
earnestly Into m canyvasg for the position. During
the war, Mr. Robeson was a firm and untiring sap-
porter of the Unlon canse, being o prominont mem-
ber of the Unfon League, and also of the Sanltary
Commission, In 1862, when the call for nine months
volupteers was lssunod, Mr. Robeson was appointed
by Governor Olden & Brigndier-General, and was in
command of Camp Cadwalader, in this city, while
these troops were belng organized for the active
service,
